Palmer Nptified That His Connection In Ar- 


rests of 125 Coal Operators and Miners

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 4.—Attorney 


General A. Mitchell Palmer was advised in a 
telegram from TJ. S. District Judge A. B. Ander- 
son today that an investigation of the attorney 
general's connection with the case against 125 
coal mine operators and miners would be made 
when the case is called for trial in the Federal 
Court here on November 8. Mr. Palmer was in- 
vited to be present on that date. 


Judge Anderson assured the attorney gen- 


eral that the case of the coal miners and opera- 
tors would be called on the date set, although to 
date only the Indiana operators and miners and 
those o.f Western Pennsylvania who voluntarily 
surrendered are in the jurisdiction of the Indi- 
ana district court.
